Dr. Hermann (Ernst) Watzl, 
chemist and §nventor,. died in 4 
suicide agreement, wi another 
woman, ‘his last thoughts were of 


his wife in Cleveland, O., and their 
two children. "e 

The. exact. time of the shots 
which first killed his bigamous 
bride, formerly Mrs. Mary Me- 
Granahan of Cleveland, and then 
ended his life has not been déter- 
mined. but it is thought they were 
fired just before midnight Sunday 
when his. life insurance policies 
would have expired. ~ . 

A letter to a Vienna intimate, 
found near the body of Watzl in 
a room of the Hotel Sacher, con- 
tained the passage: 

“Knowing the custom of insur- 
ance companies, I realized that my 
wife would be unable to cash my 
policy of $35,000 unless she could 
establish my death officially. But 
IT also ‘knew that the claim would 
fail if my premiums were not paid 
regularly to my death. 

“Then 1 remembered_¥the insur- 
ance instaliment failing due to- 
morrow which I am unable to 
meet. Thus my wife will be robbed 
unless I: die today. I am, there- 
fore, going today, before the pre- 
mium is due.” . 
Wanted to*Be Cremated Together. 

In another note Watzl and Mar 
MecGranahan asked that they 
cremated together. : . 

Watzl’s letter told a ilong story 
of travel and financial difficulty 
after his mysterious disappearance 
last November, when his ‘agtom@® 
bile, burned almost to cinders, was 
found near Pottstown, Pa. He said 
that he “arranged” the accident at 
Pottstown and then explained: 

“I first went to New York where 
lk} bought a false passport in: the 
name of Fiassak. I was secretly 
married to Mary McGranaban. 
Fearing recognition, we determined 
to quit New York, which we did. 
and went to Canada. 


“In Canada we were nearly 

caught so we decided to go to the 
coast and take a steamer across the 
Pacific... We did ‘so, sailing to 
Tokio, where I hoped to find a 
job but quickly realized there was 
no chance. So we went to India. 
. “Here we bought jéWelry and 
trinkets, which will be found in 
our luggage. 
went to Londdén but pushed on to 
Vienna. Biff the $5000 I took from 
my bank at Philadelphia after my 
automobile eBcapade was s00on 
eaten up. 

“We were faced with two alter- 
natives; either to go to my par- 
ents and relatives and ask assist- 
ance and confess my misdemean- 
ors or to commit suicide. TI pre- 
ferred the latter.” 

Had Baptismal Certificate. 

Among the papers of Watzl’'s 
companion was a baptismal cer- 
tificate in the name of Mary Hor. 
vath. Mrs. McGranahan was @ 
daughter of Julia Horvath, a resi- 
dent of Cleveland. 

Dr. Dryak, chief of the. criminal 
police, said, however, that the Aus- 
trian authorities might have to 
dispense with official identifica- 
tion of the woman as Mrs. McGan- 
ahan, since a friend of hers named 
Adamic has not: appeared.

They had previously rented a fur- 
nished room at 6133 Washington 
bouleVard on Dec 25 and booked 
steamship passage to Kurope by 
way of Seattle, Shanghai and Mar- 
weilles. through the Alex Sommer 
102 North 
Broadway. They ieft their roem 
on the evening of their marriage 
after Dr. Watzl had received a 
telegram from Chicago which he 
said contained an offer for a stage 
engagement. He pad describe) 
Himself as an actor.

Examiner Makess His Recommen- 
dation to Interstate Commercd 
Commissio 


n.

WASHINGTON, March 26.—Ap- 
proval of the St. Louis Southwest- 
ern Railway’s proposal to open 
new rail facilities in the St. Fran- 
cis Basin by operating a shorter 
route between Memphis and §&t. 
Louis would be given by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission under 
recommendations submitted yester- 
day by Thomas F.. Sullivan, one of 
its examiners. 

The plan would give the Cotton 
Belt a 3538-mile line between the 
two points, 65 miles shorter than 
its present route, and would permit 
it to compete more favorably with 
the St. Louis-San Francisco and 
the Missouri Pacific Railroads, 
which also operate between §&t. 
Louis and Memphis. 

The Cotton Belt would be per- 
mitted by the examiner to con- 
struct 14 miles of line between 
Caraway and a connection with 
the Arkansas Short Line at Tru- 
man. It also would be authorized 
to acquire the Arkansas Short Line 
between Truman and McDonald 
and to operate under trackage 
rights between Fair Oaks’ and 
Bridge Junction over the Missouri 
Pacific. 


GETS 18 MONTHS FOR PEONAGE 


Louisiana Pianter Pleads Guilty to 
Oharges.

NEW ORLEANS, March 26.— 
Judge Wayne G. Borah in Federal 
Court yesterday sentenced James 
BH. Piggott, a farm owner of Bo- 
galusa, to 18 months in the At- 
lanta penitentiary for holding Ne- 
gro farm hands in peonage. 

Piggott pleaded guilty to all the 
counts against him except that 
charging that he beat his laborers 
with chains. He admitted that he 
chained a runaway farm hand to 
a tree, but said that he worked his 
help “just the same as any one in 
this country does.” He said he 
would advance money to Negro 
helpers and later collect from their 
wages. When they would run 
away he would get Sheriffs to re- 
turn them to him instead of send- 


ing them to jail.

How Communists are Made. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
B hear much these days about the 


menace of Communists and radi- 
cals, and fears are constantly being ex- 
pressed that the great army of the un- 
employed will become infected with Bol- 
shevistic principles, yet capitalists and 
large employers of labor seem deter- 
mined to do the very things that are 
likely to give impetus to radical move- 
ments. Here in St. Louis we have the 
spectacle of a large corporation denying 
its employes the right to become mem- 
bers of a labor union, Rather than give 
the employes the right they have under 
the law and under enlightened public 
opinion, the employer is willing that the 
public and its employes suffer great loss 
and inconvenience. Suppose all em- 
ployers of labor adopted this attitude. 
Would not the logical result of such a 
course be the rise of a great and pow- 
erful feeling on the part of the workers 
that the entire capitalistic system must 
be overthrown if the workers are ta ob- 
tain social and economic justice and the 
living wage that every useful member 
of society is entitled to? 

The one thing that has kept the spread 
of Boishevism down in this country has 
been the existence of a contented labor- 
ing class. Bolshevism can only flour- 
ish where there is a large and desperate 
class of people. It is no exaggeration 
to say that the American labor unions 
have been and are the most stabilizing 
influences tn this country. The persons 
who are doing the most to make possi- 
ble the spread of destructive radical 
principles are the reactionary and auto- 
cratic employers who seek to deny to 
their.employes the right to become mem- 
bers of labor unions, Without such em- 
ployers all of the agents of the Third 
International would be utterly harmless. 
It has been said, “Whom the gods wish 
to destroy they first make mad,” and 
if the capitalistic system is destroyed in 
this country it will be on account of the 
madness of the large employers of labor, 
who, seeking only the profit of the mo- 
tment, are taking action that if followed 
out to its logical conclusion will in the 
end wipe away all profit.

Few tasks confronting a President involve such 
great responsibility as choosing men for the Supreme 
bench. That tribunal, theoretically aloof from po- 
litical, economic, social and moral currents to which 
other public officials are subjected, exercises an in- 


‘calculable influence on American life. No President, 


we think, has ever nominated a Supreme Court Jus- 
tice without the gravest consideration and the high- 
est motives. The result has been that during its 
140 years of existence, the court has been peculiarly 
free from criticism. 

One notable exception was the attack upon the Dred 

Scott decision, holding Negro slaves to be property, 
one of the factors which elevated Lincoln to the pres- 
idency and precipitated the Civil War. In the last dec- 
ade, decisions of the court, particularly with regard to 
questions involving the Bill of Rights and valuation 
of public utilities, have aroused considerable criti- 
cism, culminating in the recent senatorial fight 
against the appointment of Chief Justice Hughes. 
In the debate on Justice Hughes, the charge was made 
that the court has been writing into the law of the 
land economic doctrines that enable organized wealth 
to pick the pockets of the poor. 
Perhaps the chief incentive for discussion of the 
court comes from within the court itself. We refer 
to the consistent dissenting attitude adopted by Jus- 
tices Holmes and Brandeis on major issues, an atti- 
tude in which they are frequently joined by one or 
two other members, notably Justice Stone. These 
dissents have made it plain that the court is divided 
against itself in groupings which, for want of a bet- 
ter term, may be called conservative and liberal. The 
remarkable number of cases decided by votes of 6 
to 4 and 6 to 3 gives rise to some astonishment 
that a court of last resort could differ so widely 
in its interpretation of the law, and shatters the old 
superstition that the court approaches infallibility 
in its judgments. ' 

Moreover, the diss*nting opinions of Justices 

Holmes and Brandeis breathe an old-fashioned Amer- 
icanism and a sense of justice to the people at large 
that strikes a tremendously popular chord. It is only 
natural that when the court habitually chooses sides 
the public should applaud that side of the court 
which most nearly reflects its views. A symptom 
af the popularity cf the dissenters is the recent pub- 
lication of a volume devoted entirely to Justice 
Holmes’ dissenting opinions. 
We have referred at some length to the court, as 
at present constituted, to emphasize the grave prob- 
lem confronting Mr. Hoover. Before he leaves office, 
a majority of the court may be his appointees and 
his will be the ultimate responsibility for the court’s 
complexion. Fortunately, his task will be lightened 
by the availability of many distinguished lawyers. 
There are at least a score of men at Mr. Hoover's 
call who would add luster to what has been called 
the most august legal tribunal in the world. 
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MR. HUSTON DID IT. 

Some time ago there was complaint among the Re- 
publicans in Washington that the Demoérats were 
getting all the publicity.

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AVOIDING A DANGEROUS PRECEDENT. 
In refusing to grant a permit for a trackless trol- 
ley on Vandeventer avenue the Board of Public 
Service has avoided a dangerous precedent. 
Had the innovation been permitted on Vandeventer 
it would not have been long before the street railway 
company would have applied for permission to intro- 
duce it on other streets. The trackless trolley, as 
pointed out in his report by Director of Streets 
Brooks, relieves the street car company from its 
share in the cost of street paving. As long as the 
company uses tracks, it is compelledg by ordinance 
to pave between its rails and for 12 inches outside

appointment of Charles Evans Hughes 

as Chief Justice of the Supreme Court 
has died down, one can not help wonder- 
ing whether the Senators who assalied him 
had ever troubled. to examine his record, 
not while he was in private life but when 
he was on the bench. 

As his public life had been divided be- 
tween State and nation, he could see 
beth sides of the troublesome problems 
which our peculiar dual system of govern- 
me@&At engendered. Just before his first ap- 
pointment to the Supreme Court, he had 
rendered able and public-spirited service 
as Governor of New York BStkte. His duties 
had been performed with fearlessness and 
independence of judgment. ° 
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There were many important cases in- 
volving the validity of state laws during 
Hughes’ justiceship. His opinions show an 
open-minded appreciation of the close con- 
nection between constitutional law and 
social progress. He invariably upheld the 
right of the states, under their inherent 
police power, to pass laws to secure the 
comfort and welfare of the common people. 

In 1913 the Minnesota rate case <¢alled 
forth one of his greatest opinions. Stock- 
holders of the Northern Pacific and Great 
Northern railroads had challepged the 
right of Minnesota to establish transporta- 
tion rates for commerce carried on within 
that State. They sought to annul the law 
on the ground that they were being de- 
prived of property without due process; 
and that the regulation of intrastate as 
well as interstate commerce was exclusively 
granted to the Federal Government by the 
Constitution: Congress had not as yet 
regulated this transportation, and the State 
rates were the only controlling measures

claims of the stockholders, and upheld 
Minnesota's power to control the rates of

In 1914 the important question of the 
right of a state to regulate business enter- 
Prise came again before the court. The 
question here involved was whether the 
insurance business was sufficiently “clothed 
with @ public interest” to be the subject 
of legislation. The Supreme Court, Hughes 
concurring, decided that it was so subject, 
and sustained the Kansas iaw which a 
large insurance company had attacked. 

Seme of the mahy bitter struggies be-. 
tween capital and labor came in time to 
be settled by the high tribunal when Jus- 
tice Hughes was a member. The Legisia- 
ture of California had enacted a humano 
eight-hour labor law for women. 

D. Brandeis had assisted in preparing the 
law, and when it was challenged by ein- 
ployers in 1915, he defended it before the 
Supreme Court. Justice Hughes did not [et 
@ narrow construction of the Constitution 
prevent him from approving a statute 
whose social need was imperativa He 
realized that the eighteenth century doctrine 
of “liberty” of contract was a myth in an 
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industrial world where employers of labor 
held the upper hand in the bargaining. So 
he wrote an opinion upholdfng the vigorous 
plea of Attorney Brandeis that the Califor- 
nia law be allowed to stand. 

In the same year Justice Hughes showed 
his further sympathy with labor legisla- 
tion by his dissent in the case of Coppage 
vs. Kansas.. Labor unions at that time 
were just beginning to show that good re- 


- sults could be obtained through organiza- 


tion, and their development was being bit- 
terly opposed by industrial proprietors. It 
became the practice for employers to force 
their workmen to have no connection with 
labor unions Under penalty of banishment 
from their only field of livelihood. To off- 
set this, the-Kansas Legislature (and the 
legislatures of*13 other states) had made 
it a criminal offense for any employer to 
require his employes not to become or re- 
main a member of any union during the 
time of his employment. The validity of: 
this. statute was now questioned by an 
employer whose officious dealings had 
brought him under its ban. Justice Hughes 
argued strenuously that the act was a valid 
exercise of the police power of Kansas, and 
should not be overthrown merely because 
it deprived industrial magnates of the 
privilege of Giotating terms.

That Justice Hughes is imbued with a 
spirit of democracy is brought oft in sev- 
eral cases in which property disputes were 
only incidental. Consider the insthnces of 
unfair treatment of the Negro in the South, 
and of Mexican laborers in Arizona. 
Arizona, in 1914, limited by law’ the per- 
centage of aliens that could be hired to do 
work in that State, In the face’ of the con- 
stitutional provision securing the equa! pro- 
tection of the laws to all persons, citizens’ 
and uliens alike. Justice Hughes wasted 
little time in voting against the restriction.

ANUARY and February passed

ROMPTLY at 12 noon the cere- 

mony inducting the new Vice 

President into office opened in 
the Senate Chamber. For the first 
time these proceedings were broad- 
cast from a small quarter-section 
booth set up in one corner of the 
room. At the completion of this 
part of the program adjournment 
was taken to the east steps of the 
Capitol, in front of which a vast 
throng of people had gathered to 
witness the inauguration of the 
thirtieth President of the United 
States. We stood while the Chief 
Justice, himself a former President, 
administered the oath of office at 
the conclusion of which the new 
President's hand was given a coari- 
gratulatory shake by his immedi- 
ate predecessor as he turned to 
read his address. ‘The rain was 
coming down more steadily by this 
time and drops fell on the manu- 
script as he read on unheedingly. 
When he had finished, good-bys 
were said and tlie presidential 
party were escorted to the auto- 
mobiles which were waiting to 
take them to the White House. As 
soon as they were gone we entered 
a car which took wus to the sta- 
tion. Some friends had asked us 
to return to our home in Massa- 
chusetts in, their private car and 
we arrived at the depot, half an 
hour before the train to which ‘it 
was attached was scheduled to de- 
part. A surprisingly large crowd 
had come to see us off and I shall 
retain long in the picture gallery 
of my memory the impression of 
their friendly faces as the train 
pulled out slowly and we stood 
waving to them while the distance 
grew between us and finally shut 
them from our sight. As we turned 
and re-entered the car I suddenly 
realized that I had come back to 
myself, that my husband was no 
longer the head of our great na- 
tion and that he and I were free 
te come and go and order our lives 
according to the dictates of our 
hearts, responsible only to our- 
selves for the outcome of our de- 
cisions. .Gone were the men of the 
Secret Service, the aids, the valet.
